The answer is much more subtle than th at: they fear the 
political repercusions at home if they openly condemn the 
idea of communism, the idea that has wormed its way into 
the minds of their peoples. 
As David Lawrence wrote “ (Their hesitance) is primarily 
because they face within their own countries such formi­ 
dable opposition from Communist inspired groups and fac­ 
tions that they fear for their own political future.“ 
It is, therefore, the intellectual force — not the physical enable the industry to offer top 
force — of Communism th at is most to be feared.

Portable 
Pools Dot 
Landscape 


Side by side with the ever-grow­ 
ing number of excavated pool in­ 
stallations round the country, are 
an ever - increasing number of 
homes with above-ground porta­ 
ble pools. 
Millions 
of units 
of 
portable 
pools dot the nation's landscape 
as homeowners set up “pint-sized' 
models. Most of these arP rigid- 
frame models with separate vinyl 
plastic liners, while others are the 
family-sized circular tank types. 
Portable pools range from 6 to 
18 feet in diameter and from 15 
to 36 inches deep. They hold from 
275 to 5,500 gallons of water. 
Larger above-ground pools up to 
24 feet in diameter. 4 feet deep, 
and with a capacity of 13.600 gal­ 
lons are popular too. Some are 
constructed of aluminum sidewall 
supports that protect the plastic 
liner. In addition, a sturdy tubular 
design »erves as the over-all out­ 
side support.

This 
space not only opens to the laun­ 
dry center, but to the hall on the 
other side of the wall as well. 
Thus soiled clothes and linens can 
be put in on the hall side and 
removed in the laundry center, 
and the reverse process can be 
followed for clean linens. All of 
this saves many steps for the busy 
homemaker. 
Having the laundry center back 
up to a bath or kitchen also is 
a handy way to get double use 
out of plumbing outlets.

When Buying Stock For Gardening 


Do you know a real “ bargain’* 
In nursery stock" Or arc you in­ 
fluenced by the price appeal pri­ 
m arily? 
Not all sales on plants indicate 
value, and nursery stock should 
be shopped for a> carefully »s 
any other commodity. 
Here are some things to check 
whether a plant is a bargain or 
not: 
“Size’’—height and 
spread of 
shrubs should be compared with 
standards set by The American 
Association 
of 
Nurserymen 
for 
nurscr- sto ck . F. r-

On a day when you awaken ; 
feeling at peace with the world— : 
when you want to ‘get at’ things j 
you’ve been putting off and se e !

tivity—it’s not a big dose of vit­ 
amins—it’s the weather! 
Chances are that the tempera­ 
ture is about 70 degrees . . . the 
humidity about 50 per cent—and 
there is a gentle stirring of clean 
air. Nature is giving a demon­ 
stration of the climate conditions 
which suit humans best. 
Scientists and researchers call 
this an “optimum day.’’ Insurance 
statistics and court records show i 
that on such days there are few-1 
er accidents, fewer deaths and 
fewer serious arguments. In gen­ 
eral, people do better jobs and 
feel better. 
While homeowners may not have 
reduced this to such simple terms 
when considering an air condition­ 
ing system, actually this is the 
secret for specifying the comfort 
conditions you want, says the Jan- 
itrol Heeting and Air Condition­ 
ing Division, Midland-Ross Corpor­ 
ation.

Temperature a n d h u m i d i t y 
should be held within the comfort 
zone: 70-78 degrees as far as tem­ 
perature is concerned and 30-35 
per cent relative humidity. Heat 
gain calculations are necessary to 
determine proper size of the me­ 
chanical equipment. 
Provide air circulation in all 
rooms so that cool air will not 
stratify on the floor. You dealer 
will design an adequate distribu­ 
tion and return air system so no 
perceptible air movement will im­ 
pinge on occupants and cause dis­ 
comfort.

though windows remain 
closed for summer cooling, a con- 
atant supply of fresh air can be 
provided with a dampering ar­ 
rangem ent which brings in out­ 
side air, filters it, cools it, and 
dehumidifies it before circulating 
it through the house. 
For those suffering from asth­ 
ma, hayfever, or sinus ailments or 
for dust-free living, you can have 
country-fresh air by including an 
electrostatic filtering device which 
removes cigarette smoke, pollen 
and other airborne junk. 
Remember that the home has 
both relaxing areas and working 
areas. 
Cooler temperatures 
are 
important in the working areas 
because physical activity gener­ 
ates heat. Warmer tem peratures 
in relaxing areas prevent chills 
while sitting still. Your dealer can 
provide for this either by balanc­ 
ing the flow of air to the various 
rooms or by installing electronic 
zone controls. 
Have

expert 
check 
your 
home for conditions which might 
put unnecessary burdens on the 
performance and economy of the 
air cooling system. He might sug­ 
gest such things as exhaust fans 
in the kitchen and bathroom to 
eliminate humidity and heat from 
cooking and bathing operations, 
and in the laundry.

If the pool is to be placed on a 
patio or other pre-leveled area of 
concrete or smooth stone, it is sug­ 
gested that a thin layer of fine 
sand be spread over the area as 
a cushion.

A one-foot wide, 
floor-to-ceiling closets flanks the 
sink unit and holds iron and iron­ 
ing board. 
Remaining wall area was given 
over to storage space for both 
clean 
and soiled laundry. This 
space not only opens to the laun­ 
dry center, but to the hall on the 
other side of the wall as well. 
Thus soiled clothes and linens can 
be put in on the hall side and 
removed in the laundry center, 
and the reverse process can be 
followed for clean linens. All of 
this saves many steps for the busy 
homemaker.

Do you know a real ‘ bargain’* 
In nursery stock? Or are you in­ 
fluenced by the price appeal pri­ 
marily? 
Not all sales on plants indicate 
value, and nursery sunk should 
be shopped for as carefully as 
any other commodity. 
Here are some things to check 
whether a plant is a bargain or 
not: 
'‘Size’ —height and 
spread of 
shrubs should be compared with 
standards set by The American 
Association of 
Nurserymen 
for 
nurser- stock. Even* good nurs­ 
eryman 
is familiar 
with 
these 
standards and the better nursery­ 
men adhere to them. 
In trees and shrubs of all kinds, 
the smaller sizes cost less for tile 
simple reason they can be grown 
in less time, require less feeding. 
pruning, spraying and cultivating. 
A taxus, for example with a one 
foot spread and about the same 
height will cost a lot less than 
one two-feet wide, for example. 
Thus you actually need to com­ 
pare the actual mot the alleged' 
measurements of plants to deter­ 
mine whether you are getting a 
bargain or not.
